* CALIFORNIA. 

Heretofore, among all the different, 
classes of Asiatics’ which have emigrated 
to Culifornia, lured by the: gold fields and 
the high prices of labor, no Japaueae have 
come, excupt iu a few instances as yinitors 
or refugecs. The law of the Empire in 
regard? te going abroad has. been more 
stringent, and the people themselves are, ° 
from their geographical position, - more 
thoroughly insular, thai the Chinese, who 
have come here iti sugti numbers, to work 
and trade for years together, that they now 
constitute nearly ‘one-eighth of our popula. 
tion, But there’ ave indications Iatterly 
which point to. Japanese. immigration as 
something ‘which may reasonably be‘ ex- 
posted. Siuce the Pacific Mail steamers 

jegan to: run between San Francisco 
and” Yokohama, many of. that’ peculiar 
pgople have visited our city, anda few have 
remained here to atudy-and to trade.
